ALBERTA BARLEY TO MEXICO. 


Considerable Amount ef Alberta Grain 
Being Taken Down Pacific. 


Vancouver, Jan. 11—Heavy shipments 
of barley to the west const of México 


will he made fron Vancouver during 
the next few montis, the conrignments 
being handled by the Jebsen & s- 
trander line of steamers operating be- 
tween Vancouver, Victoria and Puget 
Sound and perts along the Mexican 
coast, This steamship line has suc. 
ceeded in working up a considerable 
freight trade during the short time :t 
has been in existence, the service be- 
and in 


every way 
meeting the demands of shippers. 
On the steamer Erna, which ‘5 


scheduled to sail tomorrow morning 
at 9 o'clock, there is 4. consignment 
of 900 tons of barley, and the next 
steamer will take a much larger ship- 
ment. The barley is for Mexican west 
coast ports, and is for use in the com- 
missariat of railway construction camps. 
All this barley is from Alberta, being 
shipped over the C.P.R. into Vancouver. 

The Erna, which is carrying a special 
excursion of Vancouver, Victoria and 
Seattle people to Mexico, Guatemalan, 
Salvador and Nicaraguan ports, besides 
side trips to Mexico City and Guadala- 
jara, will get away with her passenger 
accommodation taxed to the limit. A 
great many of those who will make the 
trip are business men seeking to estab- 
lish lines of trade with Mexican ports; 
others are people desirous of spendifig’ a 
portion of the winter in the sunny sou- 
thern lands. The trip will occupy six 
weeks’ time.
